C. E. Johnston, (SC) Bow River, 
said the Canadian coal industry is 
“going to be ruined” unless some ¬ 
thing is done soon. 

The government had spent $59,- 
000,000 in the last five years to 
subsidize the gold industry while 
coal miners were being squeezed 
Out of their jobs because there 
was no national coal policy. 

Canada had produced 17,360,000 
tons of coal Jast year, at the same 
time importing 24,176,000 tons 
from the United States. 

Alberta coal production was 
estimated at 6,262,000 tons this 
year, but the industry in that 
province could produce almost 
10,000,000 tons with present fa¬ 
cilities. 

If the government wanted to 
save the coal industry, markets 
must be found in central Canada. 
Sales of 2,000,000 more tons a 
year in central Canada would 
stabilize the industry and 4,000,- 
000 more tons would put it back 
on its feet. 

Mr. Johnston said it was the 
“height of folly” to allow the coal 
Industry to go bankrupt.

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Johnstone Lake Officially 
Changed To Old Wives Lake 

Name of Old Wives Lake Perpetuates 
Indian Incident When Old Cree Mothers 
Sacrificed Themselves for Their Children 


REGINA.—It was announced 


recently by Hon. J. Hi Brockel- 
bank, Saskatchewan ihinister of] 
natural resources, that the name 
of Johnstone lake was officially! 
changed to Did Wives lake by 
the Canadian Board on Geogra¬ 
phical Names of Ottawa on 
November 5th, 1953. 

The change of the name is the 
resut of the efforts for many years 
by many residents of the area, 
and rural municipalities in the 
vicinity of Johnstone lajce. The 
late Z. M. Hamilton of Regina w'as 
both a pioneer and writer of early 
Saskatchewan history and was 
among the first to propose the 
chapge of the name to Old Wives 
lake. 

The name Old Wives lake per¬ 
petuates an Indian incident where 
Cree mothers voluntarily sacri¬ 
ficed themselves so that their 
children might escape the wrath 
of the Blackfeet Indians and re¬ 
turn to their ancestral grounds 
and perpetuate the tribe. 

Since the Indians had no written 
history, it is difficult to check 
the authenticity of the story, but 
officials of the federal Indian Af¬ 
fairs branch and others feel the 
event in its essential details did 
occur. 

The story handed down from 
father to son for considerably 
. more than one hundred years 
concerns a band of Cree Indians 
from the Qu’Appelle valley who 
journeyed west of Moose Jaw 
Creek hunting for buffalo 
store of meat would be available j 


the women and youths in the party 


for the lean months ahead. Ap¬ 
parently a prairie fire in the 
Qu’Appelle area had caused the 
buffalo herds to wander south¬ 
westerly towards' better pasture. 
The Indian band found a herd of 
buffalo in the vicinity of Lake 
Johnstone which were slaughtered 
and meat prepared. As was cus¬ 
tomary the work of skinning, cut¬ 
ting and drying of the meat and 
preparing the hides was left to 


of which there were a considerable 
number. 

The tribe had entered into the 
open prairie and in the hunting 
grounds of the Blackfeet Indians 
with considerable anxiety, but 
scouts had reported the area free 
of the enemy. It was decided to 
kill the buffalo and provide a 
meat store for the months ahead 
and to hurry back to their home 
grounds. 

The band burdened with their 
meat supply and women and chil¬ 
dren were returning home 
a Blackfoot scout and a small war 
party were observed ip the after¬ 
noon. In the attack that followed, 
the small party of Blackfeet were 
driven off, but it was realized that 
the band was in mortal danger] 
when the remainder of the Black¬ 
feet war party would arrive. The 
Crees, burdened with woman and 
children would obviously be no 
match against the large well 
mounted - Blackfeet war party 
armed with rifles obtained from 
American frontier posts in Mis¬ 
souri far superior to the Crees’ 
flintlock muskets supplied by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. 

It is reported that the older 
women spoke to the Chief as fol¬ 
lows: 

“We are old, no longer fitted 
to be mothers of men. Let a camp 
be made here. We will make little 
fires of buffalo chips. When night j 
has come we will tend them and 
then you and the hunters, boys 
and young women will move! 

The Blackfeet 
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see the little fires and not know 
that you have gone; like the 
wolves, they hunt at dawn, and 
all the trophies they will get will 
be the scalps of old women.” 

And so it was. The Blackfeet 
scouts watching from distant 
buttes, saw the camp fires and 
were satisfied that no escape was 
intended, At dawn the small party 
of women were massacred, but the 
main party reached the Qu’Appelle 
Valley in safety. 

The lake was therefore called 
Old Women’s Lake by the Indians. 
The early ranchers and home¬ 
steaders also commonly referred 
to the lake as Old Wives lake. 

About the middle of the last 
century Sir Frederick Johnstone 
visited the area during a buffalo 
hunting trip and as a compliment 
to the distinguished visitor the 
lake was officially called John¬ 
stone lake, and was so shown on 
of the Northwest Territories 
and in subsequent maps of Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

matter of sentiment and 
in preservation of the Saskatche¬ 
wan legend commemorating the 
mothers' sacrifice for their chil¬ 
dren a number of individuals 
sought to make the change, de¬ 
spite the natural tendency to pre¬ 
serve a name that has been estab- 
lised on maps for over 75 years. 
Among those who advocated the 
restoration of its original name 
were Z. M. Larocque, of Lebret, 
former secretary of the Metis 
Society, Dan Kennedy of the As- 
siniboine Reserve, R. P. B 
Ostrander, Indian Affairs Branch 
and Fred McGuinness, executive 
director of the Golden Jubilee 
committee. 

The move was also supported 
by the Rural Municipality of 
Rodgers and Lake Johnstone, 
well as by a number of older 
settlers and ranchers of the art 
who were familiar with the inc 
dent. 

Mrs. Anne W. Cusick of Coder 
was largely instrumental in solicit- 
jsing popular support for the 
change. It is in keeping with the 
sentiment of the people of the 
province who oppsed the retention 
of a name honoring an early 
tourist who had little to do 
this country. Mrs. Cusick and her 
associates feel the name of Old 
Wives lake appearing on future 
maps of Saskatchewan will pre¬ 
serve for all time an unique inci¬ 
dent showing mothers’ sacrifice 
for their children.

Alberta To Extend 
Driver’s Test Program 

The Alberta government’s driver 
testing program, in effect at Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton since last 
July, will be extended to Leth¬ 
bridge, Red Deer and Medicine Hat 
beginning December 1. 

From December 1 on, all persons 
living in these cities who apply 
for their first driver’s license will 
have to take the driver’s test. The 
test consists of a written examin¬ 
ation, examination of the appli¬ 
cant’s vision and depth perception 
ability, and a short road test. 

Driver examiners will be avail¬ 
able to test new drivers at Leth¬ 
bridge on Tuesdays, at Medicine 
on Wednesday afternoons and 
Thursday mornings, and at Red 
Deer on Wednesdays. Applications 
for tests should be made at the 
local Motor Vehicles Branch at 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat and 
at the driver’s licence issuer at

It assists men released from 
prison by providing them with 
temporary financial aid and shelt¬ 
er, employment placement, and 
friendly counsel, and case work 
service. It provides service to the 
men in prison and their families. 
It supports progressive penal leg¬ 
islation. And promotes community 
tolerance toward the ex-prisoner 
and his needs. 

The average cost per man for 
one year in jail is $1,000 —whilst 
one year of John Howard service 
is $10. In helping with this good 
work the public is reclaiming Al¬ 
berta’s greatest asset—our people. 

How often this tragic story is 
told in the list of cases in the So¬ 
ciety records.—Jimmy was a clerk 
in a large chain grocery store 
until one day a former employee 
of the store returned and asked 
the manager for a job. Upon be¬ 
ing told there was no vacancy, 
the former employee sneered “No 
jobs for honest men like me, but 
jobs for ex-convicts like him, eh?" 
pointing to Jimmie. Jimmie’s sec¬ 
ret was out. A short time later a 
policeman picked him up, dirty, 
and unkempt, for sleeping on a 
bench. 

Both of these men eventually 
wound up in the same place. They 
were sent to jail on a vagrancy 
charge. Upon release they appeal¬ 
ed to the John Howard Society for 
assistance. 

An effort is being made to form 
a local council in Coleman, and in 
the New Year a public meeting 
will be called with Walter Lem¬ 
mon, executive secretary of Cal¬ 
gary, as speaker. The annual in¬ 
dividual membership is only $1. 
Mr. George Butterick is chairman 
of the advisory council at Pincher 
Creek. 

The Society and its magnificent 
humane work needs interested 
citizens and practical sympathy 
and help.
